Moscow Broadcast; 


Receives Reports 


The Iron Curtain is no match 
for radio waves. This was proved 
recently when AMA cadet Norris 


'E, Daus turned on his short-wave 


radio set and picked up a strange 
station which turned out to be 
Radio Moscow, the USSR’s most 
powerful broadcasting station. 
Daus, who is an avid radio fan, 
and a new cadet from Youngs- 
town, Ohio, wrote to Radio Mos- 
cow, telling the authorities there 
that he had received their signal. 
This was before Christmas. 


Just a few days ago Daus re- 
ceived a reply from Radio Mos- 
cow. The information sent him 
included a complete program 
time - table from the studio, a 
post card with a picture of the 
Russian atomic ice-breaker Lenin, 
and an official certification of his 
reception of the station’s signal. 

Several of the programs beam- 
ed from Moscow every day bear 
titles like Soviet Opinion, Meet 
the Soviet Youth, Moscow Mail- 
bag, Lands of Socialism, and A 
Citizen Takes the Floor. Much 
Russian classical music is pro- 
grammed. Sign - off time is 1 
A.M. 

When asked if he had an ex- 
pensive set on which to receive 
foreign stations, Daus_ replied 
with an emphatic “no.” He de- 
clared that it was really unneces- 
sary to use a complicated set. His 
own, he stated, cost only slightly 
more than twenty dollars.

What You Know 
Is What Counts

Each year the Juniors, Seniors, 
and Post-graduates of Augusta ap- 
proach the time of year when the 
thing which most bothers them is 
the taking of the College Board 
Examinations. These tests are re- 
quired by most colleges for en- 
trance and are a specific require- 
ment for graduation from Augusta, 

A cadet who plans to take the 
tests in March usually spends the 
two months just prior to the ex- 
aminations hoping that he will be 
fortunate enough to retain some of 
the knowledge which has been pre- 
sented to him during the past few . 
years in High School. 

It is quite frustrating to try to 
study for such a rigid test because © 
it covers such a wide variety of 
subjects. It is designed to cover 
everything you ought to know, and 
this leaves many a person in an 
unfortunate position even before 
the exam, 

A Senior’s main fear is that his 
scores on this test won’t impress 
the Director of Admissions at the 
college or colleges to which he has. 
applied. 

The Junior is at a great advant- 
age if he takes the tests because 
he has another year during which 
he can improve upon his score and, 
maybe, display a little more intel- 
ligence. 

If a Senior or Post - graduate 
should have an_ unsatisfactory 
score on this examination he 
would have to put off or drastic- 
ally change his plans about attend- 
ing a college in the near future. 
To say the least, this is not en- 
couraging. 

When the day of the examina- 
tion finally arrives the student 
xho is due to take it is likely to 
be in a mild state of shock 
Throughout the bus ride from Au- 
gusta to Staunton’s Lee High 
School, where the exams are held, 
the cadet continues to worry. 

He doesn’t stop worrying until 
the exam is placed before him. 
Then, feeling something very 
much like heart failure, he takes 
his pencil and proceeds to work on 
what might be the key to his en- 
tire future. 

The importance of the College 
Board Examinations cannot be 
stressed too much. No college is 
about to accept anyone who can- 
not show academic promise.
